THE  FUNDS  TENTH  YEAR 

The  Alumni  Fund  was  started  ten 
years  ago.  While  the  results  have  not 
been  large,  the  Fund  is  felt  to  be  the 
most  satisfactory  method  of  alumni 
support  of  the  University.  The  Uni- 
versity's greatest  need  is  unrestricted 
gifts  for  operating  expenses  and  it  is 
hoped  that  alumni  will  become  more 
conscious  of  the  potential  value  of  the 
Fund  to  the  University.  Each  annual 
$5.00  gift  is  the  equivalent  of  an  ad- 
ditional $100.00  of  endowment.  If  each 
alumnus  placed  the  University  in  his 
yearly  budget  along  with  his  club, 
lodge,  and  church,  and  increased  his 
annual  gift  as  his  means  justified  it,  the 
results  to  the  University  would  be  very 
great.  The  Alumni  Fund  is  flexible  and 
fits  any  pocketbook.  The  important 
thing  is  not  the  size  of  the  gift  but  that 
each  alumnus  make  some  gift  to  Sewa- 


nee every   year.

Alumni  Elections 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni  on  Monday,  June  10,  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and 
one  member  of  the  Athletic  Board  of 
Control  will  be  elected.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  in  the  future  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni  elect  their  representa- 
tives to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Board  of  Regents  by  ballot  by  mail 
instead  of  at  the  annual  meeting.  Bal- 
lot by  mail  would  give  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  the  Associated  Alumni  an 
oportunity  to  vote  for  their  represen- 
tatives on  these  governing  bodies  of  the 
University.  Less  than  one-third  of  our 
membership  is  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  has  an  opportunity  to 
vote.  Ballot -by -mail  elections  are  used 
in  a  great  many  institutions  and  have 
proven  more  satisfactory  than  elections 
in  open  meetings.  This  matter  will  be 
presented  at  the  meeting  on  Alumni 
Day,  but  must  be  approved  at  two  an- 
nual meetings  before  it  can  become  ef- 
fective.

A  special  treat  was  an  excellent  recital 
by  Mr.  Wilbur  Rowand,  organist  of 
Shorter  College.  The  new  Glee  Club 
has  been  practicing  steadily,  and  is 
making  good  progress  from  all  reports. 
It  now  has  Mr.  McConnell  as  faculty 
adviser.  .  .  .  The  music  set  given  by  the 
Carnegie  Corporation  has  been  install- 
ed in  the  studio  at  the  Sewanee  Inn, 
and  all  who  have  heard  the  Capehart 
machine  have  enthusiastically  approved 
it.  The  set  also  includes  825  records 
and  125  books.

and  Richard  Wilkens;  and  William  Ca- 
bell Greet  and  John  Chipman.  Jr.,  both 
of  the  Class  of  1920.  Dr.  Greet  is  in 
the  Columbia  University  English  De- 
partment, where  he  has  done  outstand- 
ing work  in  linguistics,  while  Dr.  Chip- 
man  is  Associate  Director  of  ^he  Re- 
search Laboratories  of  the  American 
Roller  Mill  Company  of  Middletown, 
Ohio. 

Sewanee  is  a  charter  member  of  the 
new  Southern  Association  of  Univer- 
sities, which  seeks  to  further  the  pur- 
pose of  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  South 
and  deal  adequately  with  their  pe- 
culiar problems. 

A  small  but  successful  set  of  dances 
was  enjoyed  during  the  Easter  holi- 
days by  those  students  who  remained 
on  the  Mountain.  After  unsuccessful 
negotiations  for  a  nationally  known 
orchestra,  Ernie  Pceke  of  Knoxville 
provided  the  music  very  acceptably. 
The  set  opened  with  a  tea  dance  spon- 
sored by  Pi  Kappa  Phi  fraternity  and 
closed  with  a  kid  party  with  prizes  'n 
everything  .  .  Great  rejoicing  greeted 
the  announcement  that  Kay  Kyser,  who 
made  such  a  hit  at  the  Pre -Lenten 
dances,  had  been  secured  for  Com- 
mencement. The  German  Club  officers 
promise  for  Commencement  another 
outstanding  set  of  dances  .  .  .  Two  no- 
table fraternity  affairs  were  given  by 
the  K.  A.'s  and  Deltas.  The  Delta 
dance  was  a  shipwreck  party  that  caus- 
ed the  Mountain  to  break  out  in  clever 
costumes.

The  whole  University  community 
mourns  the  loss  of  Dr.  Wilson  Lloyd 
Bevan,  member  of  St.  Luke's  faculty, 
who  died  on  April  7.  Dr.  Bevan  had 
been  connected  with  Sewanee  at  in- 
tervals since  1898  and  continuously 
since  1926.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  Professor  of  Systematic  Di- 
vinity in  the  Theological  School  and 
was  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
scholars  ever  to  be  connected  with 
the  University.

A  great  deal  of  inter- 
est was  created  on  the  Mountain  by  the 
appearance  of  a  story  in  the  May  issue 
of  ;he  American  Magazine  entitled 
"Worth  the  Mending"  by  Sarah-Eliza- 
beth Rodger.  The  story  gives  an  at- 
tractive picture  of  some  of  Sewanee's 
social  life. 

Spring  football  practice  closed  with 
a  game  between  the  frosh  and  the  var- 
sity which  nearly  brought  disaster  to 
the  old  men.  Montgomery  scored  in 
the  second  quarter  for  the  frosh,  and 
this  lead  was  held  until  the  last  quar- 
ter, when  a  long  pass,  Poage  to  Shel- 
ton,  scored  for  the  varsity,  and  Ruch 
kicked  the  extra   point.    Except    in  the 


last  quarter,  the  frosh  had  the  best  of 
the  game  on  every  count,  which  makes 
Sewanee's  strength  next  fall  more  of 
an  unknown  quantity  than  ever. 

The  Tiger  tennis  team  has  won 
eight  of  its  eleven  matches,  one  being 
a  tie.  Chattanooga,  T.  P.  I.,  and  Ten- 
nessee were  beaten  twice,  and  Mary- 
ville  and  Vanderbilt  once.  The  Tigers 
were  tied  by  Mississippi  State  and  lost 
to  Georgia  Tech's  and  Southwestern's 
fine  teams.  In  the  T.  I.  A.  A.  meet, 
Shelton  wen!,  to  the  singles  finals,  and 
Yancey  and  Young  to  the  doubles  semi- 
finals. Young  and  Yancey  also  com- 
peted in  the  Southeastern  Tournament 
held  in  Atlanta.  They  went  lo  the 
quarter-finals  in  both  singles  and 
doubles. 

Hard  work  and  fine  spirit  made  the 
track  season  a  success.  After  losing  to 
Vanderbilt  on  the  last  event,  the  Tigers 
downed  Chattanooga  and  then,  in 
Nashville,  beat  Vanderbilt  for  the  first 
time  in  nineteen  years,  GZlz-SS1/^-  Ten- 
nessee easily  won  the  T.  I.  A.  A.  meet 
at  Cookeville,  and  Maryville  nosed  out 
the  Tigers  for  second  place.  The  team 
scored  29%  points,  a  100r<  improve- 
ment over  last  year,  and  Camors  won 
the  high  hurdles  and  Fleet  Clark  the 
220.  These  two  men  went  to  the  South- 
eastern Conference  meet  at  Birming- 
ham. 

The  S.  A.  E.'s  won  the  keenly  con- 
tested intra-mural  meet  which  annual- 
ly opens  the  track  season.  A.  T.  O.'s 
were  second,  Phi  Delts  third,  and  Kap- 
pa  Sigs  fourth. 

The  freshmen  tied  Vanderbilt  twice 
in  tennis,  and  gave  the  baby  Commo- 
dores a  close  fight  in  their  track  meet. 
Though  the  performances  were  not  very 
good,  some  valuable  material  will  come 
up  from  both  squads. 

A  new  opening  game  for  the  1935 
football  season  has  been  scheduled.  St. 
Louis  University  will  be  played  in  St. 
Louis  on  September  23  as  a  feature  of 
the  program  of  the  American  Legion 
Convention.  This  will  be  the  first  game 
for  the  Tigers  in  St.  Louis  since  1908. 
It  will  mean  wide  publicity  and  a  crowd 
of   20,000   people   is   expected. 

The  Mountain  will  be  host  in  May 
of  next  year  to  the  third  annual  track 
and  tennis  meet  of  the  T.  I.  A.  A.  (Ten- 
nessee Intercollegiate  Athletic  Associa- 
tion). With  Sewanee  hospitality,  Har- 
dee Field  revamped,  and  her  track  one 
of  the  best  in  the  South,  Sewanee 
should  make  this  occasion  an  outstand- 
ing event. 

The  work  of  resurfacing  Hardee 
Field  is  approaching  the  final  stages. 
Many  loads  of  earth  have  been  brought 
and  a  slightly  turtle-backed  surface 
prepared.  Bermuda  grass  roots  have 
been  planted  in  large  quantities  all  over 
the  field.

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When  a  great  man  dies,  even  at 
the  end  of  a  long  and  busy  life,  we 
are  apt  to  find  our  minds  filled  with 
the  picture  of  him  as  he  appeared 
when  his  summons  came,  when  the 
full  stature  of  his  greatness  had  been 
attained,  and  thus  our  conception  of 
him  is  in  reality  a  recognition  of  his 
achievements  and  accomplishments, 
the  man  himself  remaining  more  or 
less  an  abstraction.  As  a  great  pre- 
late Bishop  Gailor  was  known  half 
across  the  world — from  London  to 
Tokyo.  He  was  a  lofty  figure  in 
American  life.  Church  and  State 
were  alike  indebted  to  him  for  con- 
structive services.  As  a  diocesan, 
he  was  outstanding,  enjoying  the 
full  confidence  and  warm  affection 
of  the  people  of  the  Church,  all  the 
people  of  Tennessee  without  regard 
to  creed  or  calling  holding  him  in 
high  esteem  and  universal  respect. 

But  although  Bishop  Gailor  be- 
longed to  the  Church  and  to  the  Na- 
tion, he  belonged  in  a  peculiar  sense 
to  Sewanee.  and  it  is  to  Sewanee 
that  we  must  turn  for  that  under- 
standing which  must  always  ac- 
company knowledge  to  make  it  of 
lasting  value.  He  came  to  Sewa- 
nee at  almost  the  beginning  of  his 
ministry.  His  little  church  at  Pu- 
laski. Tennessee,  was  the  only  parish 
he  ever  had  and  even  then  his  con- 
nection with  Sewanee  had  begun 
since  he  had  been  ordained  to  the 
ministry  by  the  first  Vice-Chancellor 
of  the  University.  Bishop  Charles  Quin- 
tard,  who  was  also  the  second  Bishop 
of  Tennessee.  No  other  man  has  en- 
tered more  fully  into  the  life  of  Sewa- 
nee or  served  it  in  more  capacities.  He 
came  here,  fifty-three  years  ago,  a 
young  man  of  twenty-six,  to  teach  in 
the  Theological  Department,  and  the 
following  year  became  Chaplain  of  the 
University.  A  year  later,  he  was  filling 
the  Chair  of  English  Literature  as  well 
as  the  office  of  Chaplain.  Ten  years 
later,  upon  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Tel- 
fair Hodgson,  he  was  made  Vice-Chan- 
cellor. Then  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee 
called  him  to  assist  Bishop  Quintard  as 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  he  thus  became 
a  trustee.  In  1908  he  was  unanimously 
elected  to  succeed  Bishop  Ellison  Cap- 
ers as  Chancellor  of  the  University  and 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
which  office  he  filled  until  his  death. 

When  he  arrived  the  University  was 
an  infant  institution  only  fourteen  years 
old,  and  its  ideals  were  being  set  and 
its  standards  erected  by  that  little  group 
of  remarkable  men  who  first  took  up 
the  task  of  making  the  great  vision  of 
its  founders  assume  tangible  form.  The 
young  pi  iest,  imbued  with  a  deep  sense 


Ptatfjop  bailor 

Bishop  Thomas  F.  Gailor  died  at  his 
home  in  Sewanee  on  October  3  after  an 
illness  of  two  weeks.  His  funeral  was 
held  in  All  Saints'  Chapel  on  October 
4  and  he  was  buried  in  the  University 
Cemetery. 

Bishop  Gailor  was  born  on  September 
17.  1856.  He  became  bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee  on  February  15, 
1898,  and  was  elected  Chancellor  of  the 
University  in  1908.  The  accompanying 
tribute,  with  especial  emphasis  on  his 
relationship  to  Sewanee,  was  loritten  by 
Major  W.  H.  MacKellar,  whose  knowl- 
edge of  Bishop  Gailor  began  with  the 
time  when  he  was  first  connected  with 
the  University  as  Chaplain. 


of  his  high  calling,  and  at  the  same 
time  warmly  human  in  his  sympathy 
with  young  men  and  his  understanding 
of  them,  added  an  indispensable  ele- 
ment to  the  formative  influences  which 
have  been  responsible  for  the  character 
of  the  institution.  The  particular  thing 
which  Bishop  Gailor  brought  to  Sewa- 
nee was  peculiarly  necessary  at  that 
time  if  a  well-rounded  system  of  edu- 
cation was  to  result  from  the  processes 
being  employed.     Of  scholarship  there 


was  no  lack,  the  teaching  was  of  the 
best,  but  in  the  regulation  of  con- 
duct the  tone  was  distinctly  mili- 
tary. This  was  only  to  be  expected 
of  an  institution  whose  administra- 
tive head  was  a  West  Pointer  who 
had  risen  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier 
General  and  with  whom  was  as- 
sociated two  other  West  Point  grad- 
uates who  had  likewise  attained  the 
rank  of  General  and  a  number  of 
others  who  had  been  soldiers.  Rigid 
discipline  was  the  order  of  the  day 
and  "Regulations"  were  almost  as 
thick  as  the  trees  in  which  the 
simple  little  buildings  of  the  Uni- 
versity were  enshrouded. 

Into  this  Spartan  atmosphere  came 
young  Thomas  Frank  Gailor.  who, 
as  he  fearlessly  demonstrated  in  an- 
other connection  many  years  after- 
ward, had  more  respect  for  in- 
hibitions than  for  prohibitions.  He 
brought  exactly  the  right  leaven, 
and  though  he  came  after  those 
whom  we  delight  to  honor  as  the 
progenitors  of  that  which  we  so 
highly  esteem  as  the  Sewanee  Spirit, 
he  must  be  added  to  their  number. 
For  his  part  in  the  setting  of  the 
standards  of  Sewanee  he  was  re- 
markably well  equipped.  Physically 
he  was  a  splendid  figure,  tall,  up- 
standing, athletic.  His  beautiful 
voice  rang  like  a  trumpet  or  sang 
like  a  violin.  Intellectually  he  was 
the  peer  of  any  man.  and  his  spirit- 
ual nature  was  characterized  by 
depth,  and  at  the  same  time  by  that 
simplicity  which  can  only  spring  from 
sincerity.  It  is  not  remarkable  in  view  of 
these  things  that  his  influence  was  im- 
mediate and  effective.  In  no  time  at 
all  he  became  to  the  students  one  de- 
serving of  a  distinctive  and  an  affec- 
tionate title,  which  in  his  case  was 
"Tommie  Gailor,"  not  that  respect  was 
lacking  or  that  he  ever  heard  himself 
so  addressed,  but  in  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  he  was  one  upon  whom  they 
could  always  rely  for  sympathetic  coun- 
sel. They  believed  in  him,  and  there- 
fore they  loved  him. 

Thus  was  established  his  definite  lead- 
ership in  everything  that  affected  the 
student  body.  He  organized  the  first 
Athletic  Association  and  instituted  the 
first  track  and  field  contests.  Under  his 
direction  the  baseball  team  became  a 
real  "Varsity"  with  the  proper  con- 
sistency. He  was  quickly  recognized 
as  the  greatest  pulpit  orator  of  his 
time  and  was  offered  churches  in  every 
quarter  of  the  country.  The  West 
Pointers  had  brought  to  Sewanee  the 
Honor  System,  but  it  was  a  soulless 
"regulation"  and  it  was  Tommie  Gailor

Report  Shows  Progress 

The  annual  report  of  the  Associated 
Alumni  is  presented  in  this  issue.  It 
is  a  report  of  which  the  organization 
can  well  be  proud  for  it  surpasses  the 
reporis  of  former  years  in  many  re- 
spects. The  officers  are  gratified  at  the 
increased  interest  shown  and  feel  that 
it  is  a  real  step  toward  the  fulfillment 
of  the  ideal  of  making  Sewanee  spirit 
concrete.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the 
loyalty  of  Sewanee  men.  The  main 
difficulty  seems  to  be  getting  them  to 
express  it  at  the  same  time.  As  is 
shown  in  the  report  the  number  of 
members  in  the  Associated  Alumni  for 
the  year  is  nearly  400.  The  records 
show  that  about  400  other  alumni  have 
been  members  of  the  association  in  the 
past.  If  every  man  who  has  ever  been 
an  active  member  of  the  association 
would  pay  his  membership  dues  each 
year  and  send  in  a  contribution  to  the 
Alumni  Fund,  the  present  membership 
list  would  be  doubled  and  gifts  to  the 
Fund  would  represent  the  income  from 
an  endowment  fund  of  $50,000  to 
$100,000.  This  is  not  an  impossible 
goal,  if  every  man  will  do  his  part. 
With  regard  to  contributions  to  the 
Alumni  Fund,  let  us  emphasize  again 
that  it  is  not  the  size  of  the  individual 
gift  which  counts,  but  the  number  of 
givers.  If  enough  men  give  something 
even  if  the  amount  be  small,  the  total 
will  reach  a  worthwhile  figure.

who   vitalized    it    into    an   active   prin- 
ciple in  the  lives  of  Sewanee  students. 
It    was    his    influence    that    made    the 
Chapel  the  center  of  Sewanee  life  and 
which  found  expression  in  the  lines  of 
his  beautiful   Sewanee  Hymn: 
Give  Thy  children  on  this  Mountain 
Grace  and  power  Thy  Truth  to  know. 

His  class  in  English  Literature,  open- 
ed at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Telfair 
Hodgson,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  was  the 
foundation  of  the  English  Department 
of  the  University.  In  it  he  found  a 
wonderful  opportunity  for  enhancing 
the  ideals  of  his  students  and  he  made 
the  most  of  it.  Students  crowded  his 
classroom  to  the  doors  to  hear  his  lec- 
tures, which  were  not  lectures  at  all 
but  fascinating  talks  on  noble  subjects. 
Then  there  were  those  visits  to  the 
boys'  rooms  at  night — to  the  boy  that 
was  sick,  the  one  in  trouble,  the  one 
that  was  not  doing  so  well  and  was 
discouraged — it  was  these  that  made 
him  "Tommie  Gailor"  to  "his"  boys, 
and  which  were  the  stones  in  the  foun- 
dation of  many  a  character. 

Meanwhile,  the  man  himself  was 
growing  in  mental  and  spiritual  stat- 
ure. He  soon  became  widelv  known 
as  a  preacher  of  exceptional  ability  and 
as  a  profound  theologian  and  scholarly 
critic.  As  a  result  there  came  call  af- 
ter call  to  distinguished  positions  else- 
where, many  of  which  excited  con- 
sternation and  dismay  in  the  Univer- 
sity family  from  fear  of  losing  him. 
But  his  heart  was  in  Sewanee  and  he 
declined  +hem  all.  The  crowning  test 
of  his  devotion  came  in  his  election  to 
the  Bishopric  of  Georgia  to  which  he 
felt  bound  to  give  his  earnest  and 
prayerful  consideration.  For  two  whole 
weeks  the  Mountain  was  in  suspense, 
and  those  who  were  present  can  never 
forget  the  reception  given  the  news 
from  Nashville  whence  he  announced 
his  decision  that  he  would  remain  at 
Sewanee.  A  holiday  was  declared  and 
the  Chapel  bell  was  rung  unceasingly 
from  eight  in  the  morning  until  near 
that  same  hour  in  the  evening.  The 
engineer  of  the  "Mountain  Goat"  was 
induced  to  blow  his  whistle  all  the 
way  from  Slope  Wall  to  the  station 
where  the  chaplain  was  met  by  the 
whole  student  body  who  took  the  horses 
from  his  carriage  and  themselves  by 
means  of  ropes  one  hundred  feet  long 
drew  him  to  his  home. 

He  thus  remained  to  serve  Sewanee 
as  Vice-Chancellor  during  the  trying 
years  immediately  following  the  loss 
of  Dr.  Hodgson,  but  finally  a  call  came 
which   duty  and   conscience  alike   for- 


MAJOR  MAC  SAYS 

"TIME  MARCHES  ON" 

Fifty-three  years  ago  the  present 
writer  came  to  Sewanee  and  entered  a 
University  housed  in  little  frame 
shacks.  Its  assets  were  spiritual,  not 
physical.  It  had  been  born  of  faith 
and  it  lived  on  sacrifice.  Today  he 
happened  upon  a  survey  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  it  presents  itself  to  this  gen- 
eration and  was  amazed  at  its  growth, 
especially  in  the  last  ten  years.  Figures 
are  usually  dry  and  uninteresting  but 
these  are  fascinating  to  an  old-timer, 
and  should  be  of  interest  to  anyone 
considering  them. 

During  those  ten  years,  the  student 
body  has  increased  by  20%.  Of  the 
859  graduates  of  the  college  department 
458  have  been  sent  out  in  that  time. 
The  permanent  endowment  and  trust 
funds  have  been  increased  144%.  Stat- 
ed in  exact  terms,  $1,216,241.40  has  been 
added  to  the  University's  assets.  In- 
stead of  the  $809,216.00  of  plant  assets 
which  we  had  accumulated  up  to  and 
including  1922,  we  now  have  $1,286,- 
692.34,  an  increase  in  twelve  years  of 
59%.  The  total  capital  assets  now 
amount  to  $3,344,279.74,  an  increase  of 
102%  in  the  last  twelve  years.  The 
faculty  has  been  increased  by  17%.  The 
number  of  volumes  in  the  library  has 
increased  52%.  During  those  twelve 
years  the  Sewanee  Inn,  Tuckaway, 
Johnson,  and  Cannon  Halls  have  been 
built.  A  fieldhouse  has  taken  the  place 
of  the  one  destroyed  by  fire.  A  new 
Quintard  Hall  has  been  built  at  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy  and  also 
a  swimming  pool  and  new  gymnas- 
ium. The  hospital  has  been  rebuilt 
and  enlarged.  A  500-acre  farm  has 
taken  the  place  of  an  eight-acre  patch. 
Up  to  1922,  when  a  fire  started,  the 
house  was  doomed,  and  we  had  some 
disastrous  fires.  Now  they  are  ex- 
tinguished, because  there  is  plenty  of 
water  under  high  pressure. 

Thus,  the  last  twelve  years  have  seen 
more  accomplished  in  the  development 
of  the  University  than  in  all  the  pre- 
vious fifty  years  of  its  life.  Today,  Se- 
wanee is  more  than  an  effort — it  is  an 
influence.  The  spirit  of  its  founders 
has  triumphed. 


bade  him  to  refuse.  He  was  unani- 
mously elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee,  at  that  time  pre- 
sided over  by  Bishop  Charles  Todd 
Quin':ard,  the  second  Founder  of  the 
University  and  the  Chaplain's  best 
friend  in  life.  This  he  felt  compelled 
to  accept  and  so  went  on  to  serve  Se- 
wanee in  the  capacities  of  Trustee  and 
Chancellor. 

But  Sewanee  was  always  in  his  heart 
and  his  heart  spoke  in  the  lines  from 
an  address  to  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

O  Sewanee!  How  beautiful  thou  art  in 

thy  high  places! 
A  beacon  upon  the  top  of  a  mountain 

and  an  ensign  upon  an  hill! 
Sweet  and  gracious  are  the  memories 

that  haunt  and  hallow 
For    us    thy    waving    foresti    and    thy 

visions  from  thy  steeps.

UNIVERSITY  OPENING 

The  sixty-eighth  session  of  the  Uni- 
versity began  officially  on  September 
19  with  services  in  All  Saints'  Chapel. 
Bishop  Gailor  made  the  welcoming  ad- 
dress. 

Eighty  new  men  registered  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  seven 
in  the  Theological  School.  Thirteen  of 
the  new  men  in  the  college  transferred 
from  other  institutions.  The  total  en- 
rollment in  the  University  at  present 
is  233. 

The  new  s'udents  are  registered  from 
sixteen  states.  Their  religious  affilia- 
tions are  as  follows:  Episcopalian,  57; 
Methodist,  14;  Presbyterian.  11;  Bap- 
tist, 2;  Swedenborgian,  1;  and  Church 
of  Christ.  1. 

Eleven  prospective  vocations  are  list- 
ed by  fifty-nine  new  men,  medicine, 
engineering,  business,  law,  and  the  min- 
istry  leading. 

Information  gathered  at  registration 
shows  that  thirty-nine  new  studen's 
were  influenced  to  enter  the  University 
by  alumni  and  students  and  that  twen- 
ty-five have  alumni  relatives.  Twelve 
new  men  are  the  sons  of  alumni.

Professor  George  F.  Rupp  was  given 
a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  do  some 
work  in  connection  with  the  United 
States  Soil  Erosion  Service.  His  place 
is  being  taken  by  Professor  J.  F.  Moyer 
who  is  a  graduate  of  Colorado  State 
College  and  of  the  University  of  Ne- 
braska. 

Professor  J.  J.  Davis  was  also  given 
a  leave  of  absence  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  work  for  his  Ph.D.  degree  from 
Johns  Hopkins.  His  classes  are  being 
taught  by  other  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty. 

Mr.  Joseph  Scott,  '32,  is  an  addition 
to  the  faculty  in  the  English  Depart- 
ment. He  has  a  master's  degree  from 
the  University  of  Virginia  and  has  com- 
pleted the  residence  requirements  for 
a  doctor's  degree  at  the  University  of 
Texas.  He  will  work  on  his  thesis 
while  here.  On  September  14  he  was 
married  to  Miss  Anne  Collins  of  Hous- 
ton, Texas. 


Library  Completed 

At  a  reception  given  for  the  new  men 
by  the  Vice -Chancellor  on  September 
25,  the  remodeled  library  was  officially 
opened.  The  reception  was  held  in 
the  reading  room  which  was  consider- 
ably enlarged  and  improved  with  the 
funds  received  from  the  $25,000  grant 
from  the  General  Education  Board  last 
year.

Other  improvements  consist  in  the 
excavation  of  a  basement  to  provide 
room  for  stacks,  new  concrete  floors 
in  the  reading  room  and  the  Tower, 
and  new  lighting  facilities.  Four  con- 
crete floors  in  the  Tower  take  the  place 
of  three  wooden  ones.  Rooms  in  the 
Tower  will  be  used  for  stacks  and 
classrooms.  Stacks  in  the  basement 
will  care  for  80,000  books.  The  read- 
ing room  was  enlarged  by  removing 
the  stacks  which  were  formerly  there. 
Three  windows  were  increased  in  size 
to  allow  more  light  for  day  reading. 

The  architect  was  Mr.  Alfred  Gith- 
ens  of  New  York.  Mr.  Martin  John- 
son, Assistant  to  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
had  charge  of  the  construction  work. 

Dr.  Royden  K.  Yerkes,  who  was  pro- 
fessor of  Comparative  Religions  at  the 
Philadelphia  Divinity  School,  was  se- 
cured to  take  the  place  of  Dr.  Wilson 
Lloyd  Bevan  who  died  last  spring.  Dr. 
Yerkes  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He 
has  also  been  a  member  of  the  faculty 
of  Nashotah  and  of  the  Episcopal  Theo- 
logical School,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.

Report  of  the  Secretary 

The  past  fiscal  year  ending  August 
31,  1935,  was  probably  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  the  history  of  the  organiza- 
tion. The  active  membership  list  and 
the  Alumni  Fund  both  showed  sub- 
stantial increases  and  wider  interest. 
Better  results  were  also  obtained  in 
the  other  activities  of  the  association. 
Membership: 

The  active  membership  for  the  year 
reached  a  total  of  398  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  84  or  26.81  per  cent  over  the 
previous  year  and  is  over  20  per  cent 
more  than  the  largest  total  ever  ob- 
tained in  the  history  of  the  Associa- 
ted Alumni.  This  increase  is  very 
gratifying  and  we  hope  to  show  an 
even  greater  increase  in  1935-36. 
Alumni    Fund: 

The  sum  of  $938.24  was  contributed 
by  204  members  of  the  Associated 
Alumni  to  the  Alumni  Fund  during 
1934-35.  This  is  the  largest  number  of 
contributors  and  amount  contributed  in 
the  history  of  the  Fund  and  is  an  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year  of  25 
contributors  and  of  $256.24  in  amount 
contributed.  The  entire  amount  was 
given  to  the  University  for  operating 
expenses  and  represents  the  interest  on 
an  endowment  fund  of  $20,061.00,  tak- 
ing the  average  rate  of  interest  earned 
on  all  University  funds. 
Other  Alumni   Contributions: 

Sixty-four  alumni  also  contributed 
to  other  funds  of  the  University  as 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  This 
is  an  increase  of  16  contributors  and 
of  $1,266.00  in  amount  contributed  to 
these  other  funds.  Counting  the  mon- 
ey received  from  alumni  dues,  and  con- 
tributions to  the  Alumni  Fund  and  to 
other  funds  of  the  University,  a  total 
of  $5,538.24  was  given  by  alumni  during 
1934-35,  an  increase  over  1933-34  of 
$1,774.24. 
Class    Leaders: 

During  the  past  year  nearly  all  of 
the  forty  Class  Leaders  took  an  active 
part  in  the  work  of  the  Associated 
Alumni.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  be 
able  to  secure  an  active  leader  for  every 
class  soon.

A  Sewanee  man,  John  T.  Whitaker, 
27,  was  the  first  newspaperman  to  en- 
er  Eritrea  and  the  first  to  cable  eye- 
vitness  accounts  of  Italian  prepara- 
ions    for    the    invasion   of   Ethiopia. 

Mr.  Whitaker  is  the  Rome  corre- 
spondent of  the  New  York  Herald-Tri- 
mne,  having  been  sent  there  in  June 
vhen  the  Italian-E.hiopian  crisis  first 
Decame  acute.  He  went  to  Rome  from 
jeneva  where  he  had  covered  news  of 
he  League  of  Nations  and  of  numerous 
nternational  conferences  since  the  cre- 
ation of  the  Tribune's  Geneva  bureau 
in  August,  1931.

Heart  Attack 


Mrs.  Mary  N.  Eggleston 

Friends  of  Sewanee  everywhere  were 
;hocked  by  the  news  of  the  sudden 
leath  of  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Eggleston  in 
he  early  morning  hours  of  Tuesday, 
January  28.  She  suffered  a  severe 
peart  attack  the  afternoon  before  but 
Insisted  on  carrying  out  her  regular 
iuties,  and  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Mag- 
lolia  to  which  she  was  so  devoted  she 
prepared  the  evening  meal  which  was 
:o  be  her  last.  Faithful  to  her  trust 
A'hich  was  the  welfare  of  "her  boys," 
she  died  as  she  often  said  she  would 
like  to  die — in  active  service. 

Mary  Lewis  Nunnally  Eggleston,  in 
ler  twenty-two  years  at  Sewanee, 
nade  a  unique  place  for  herself  in  the 
learts  of  faculty,  students,  alumni,  and 
ill  others  who  knew  her.  She  was  an 
ntegral  part  of  Sewanee  life  and  her 
nfluence  and  service  extended  far  be- 
yond the  walls  of  Magnolia. 

Since  her  arrival  on  the  Mountain  in 
L914,  every  athletic  team  that  repre- 
sented Sewanee  was  devotedly  attend- 
;d  by  Mrs.  Eggleston  who  was  one  of 
Sewanee's  most  loyal  fans.  No  demands 
hose  teams  made  upon  her  services 
vas  too  great.  She  watched  over  the 
raining  tables  with  especial  care,  al- 
ways   considerate    of    the    welfare    of 


those  who  wore  the  Purple  on  the 
field. 

"Mrs.  E,"  as  she  was  affectionately 
called  by  the  students,  took  keen  de- 
light in  preparing  tempting  spreads  for 
social  gatherings.  Her  formal  break- 
fasts in  the  early  mornings  following 
big  dances  were  celebrated  events.  The 
Blue  Key  fraternity  met  weekly  at 
Magnolia  and  she  always  prepared 
some  special  treat  for  each  meeting.  To 
show  their  appreciation,  the  members 
of  the  fraternity  elected  Mrs.  E  to  hon- 
orary membership  and  she  wore  proud- 
ly the  blue  key  they  presented  her. 

Every  son  of  Sewanee  found  Mrs. 
Eggleston  a  veritable  "Mother  away 
from  home."  Her  boys  knew  they 
could  go  to  her  when  in  trouble  and 
find  immediate  sympathy  and  under- 
standing counsel.  She  never  tired  of 
helping  those  who  were  ill  and  she 
sent  many  special  dishes  to  those  con- 
fined to  their  rooms.  She  was  chapter 
mother  of  Tennessee  Beta  of  Phi  Del- 
ta Theta  of  which  her  two  sons  were 
members,  and  was  an  honorary  mem- 
ber of  the  Green  Ribbon  Society. 

Mrs.  E  was  known,  not  only  to  Se- 
wanee, but  throughout  the  country 
wherever  there  is  a  Sewanee  man  and 
the  nickname  that  typified  the  love  and 
respect  of  her  boys  was  famous.  Rob- 
ert Ripley  asked  the  newspaper  read- 
ers of  the  nation  to  "Believe1  it  or  not" 
when  a  letter  from  Italy,  addressed  to 
"Mrs.  E,  Sewanee,  U.  S.  A.,"  was  de- 
livered promptly. 

Mrs.  Eggleston  was  a  native  of  Holly 
Springs,  Mississippi.  She  was  the  wife 
of  the  late  Robert  Boiling  Eggleston, 
who  was  an  alumnus  of  the  University. 
Their  two  sons,  John  Randolph  and 
Joseph  G.,  who  survive  their  mother, 
also    attended    the    University. 

Conducted  by  Rev.  Moultrie  Guerry, 
the  University  Chaplain,  in  All  Saints' 
Chapel,  Mrs.  Eggleston's  funeral  was 
beautiful  in  its  simplicity.  Despite 
cold  and  snow,  a  large  number  of  stu- 
dents, faculty  members,  and  residents 
gathered  to  honor  her  memory.  The 
pall  bearers  were  the  student  waiters 
at  Magnolia,  and  the  members  of  Blue 
Key  and  Phi  Delta  Theta  attended  in 
a  body.  The  student  choir  sang,  as  a 
final   tribute,   the   Alma   Mater   of   Se-

and  Honorary  Alumnus, 

Dies    Suddenly 

The  University  sustained  a  great  loss 
in  the  death  of  Dr.  Edward  Quintard, 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  on 
February  12.  Dr.  Quintard  had  at- 
tended a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents in  Sewanee  on  February  4  and 
5  and  had  remained  for  a  visit  of  sev- 
eral days  before  starting  on  the  return 
trip  to  New  York.  He  stopped  in  Chat- 
tanooga for  a  visit  with  friends  and 
relatives  and  died  suddenly  of  a  heart 
attack  on  the  following  day. 


Dr.  Edward  Quintard 

Dr.  Quintard,  who  was  a  nephew  of 
Bishop  Charles  Todd  Quintard,  sec- 
ond Bishop  of  Tennessee  and  first  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
since  1933.  He  was  given  the  honor- 
ary degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law  by 
the  University  in  1932.  He  was  a  per- 
sonal friend  of  Dean  George  M.  Baker. 

A  native  of  Stamford,  Connecticut, 
Dr.  Quintard  was  educated  in  Eng- 
land, France,  and  Germany,  and  re- 
ceived his  M.D.  degree  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Co- 
lumbia University.  He  practiced  med- 
icine in  New  York  and  was  professor 
of  medicine  and  medical  director  of 
Columbia's  postgraduate  school  and 
hospital  from  1900  to  1920.  Since  1920 
he  had  been  director  emeritus  and  con- 
sulting physician  at  the  school.

All 
contributions  to  the  Alumni  Fund  are 
turned  over  to  the  University  to  be 
used  where  they  are  most  needed.  The 
University  is  in  need  of  funds  to  meet 
the  deficit  caused  by  the  shrinkage  of 
income  on  invested  funds  and  the  in- 
creased demand  for  student  aid.  Gifts 
to  the  Alumni  Fund,  unless  otherwise 
designated,  are  applied  to  current 
operating  expense. 

The  alumnus  who  gives  to  Sewanee 
every  year  a  part  of  his  income,  how- 
ever small,  cannot  but  feel  that  he 
has  an  active  and  intimate  part  in  her 
work  and  success.  The  real,  intrinsic 
importance  of  the  Alumni  Fund  is  the 
solidarity  and  team  play  of  the  whole 
living  Sewanee  force. 

If  each  Sewanee  man  will  send  in 
the  card  which  accompanies  this  bulle- 
tin together  with  his  check  now,  the 
alumni  office  will  be  saved  work  and 
postage  in  mailing  out  reminders  later. 
If  each  alumnus  will  do  his  part,  the 
Alumni  Fund  will  be  materially  help- 
ful to  the  University.

DEATH   OF  DR.  BENEDICT 
Rev.    Cleveland    K.    Benedict,    D.D., 
former  Dean  of  the  Theological  School 
of   the    University,    died    in   a    hospital 
in   Cincinnati,   Ohio,   on  January  2. 

For  twelve  years,  from  1910  until 
1922,  Dr.  Benedict  was  Dean  of  the 
Theological  School  and  Professor  of 
Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology.  Af- 
ter leaving  Sewanee  Dr.  Benedict  con- 
tinued his  interest  in  the  University 
and  he  and  Mjrs.  Benedict  generously 
made  many  contributions  to  it.  They 
gave  several  faculty  homes,  and  Can- 
non Hall  to  the  University.  They  also 
endowed  a  chair  in  the  College  of  Arts 
and    Sciences. 

Dr.  Benedict  was  born  in  Marietta. 
Georgia,  in  1864.  He  graduated  from 
Kenyon  College  and  from  the  Episcopal 
Theological  School  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.  Before  coming  to  Sewanee  he 
had  charge  of  churches  in  Glendale 
and  Steubenville,  Ohio.

Sewanee's   High  Standards 

Recognized   By  Associations 

The  following  excerpt  is  taken  from 
ihe  Vice-Chancellor's  1935  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

During  the  year  we  were  invited  to 
take  part  in  the  organization  of  the 
Southern  University  Conference.  This 
invitation  we  accepted  and  together 
with  thirty-two  other  Southern  uni- 
versities and  colleges  founded  such  a 
conference.  The  purpose  of  this  or- 
ganization is  to  promote  the  interests 
and  ideals  of  the  Liberal  Arts  col- 
leges. 

This  leads  me  to  call  your  attention 
to  certain  facts  in  relation  to  our  ed- 
ucational  policies   and   ideals. 

In  the  first  place  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  educators  and  the  ed- 
ucational institutions  of  this  counry 
recognize  our  high  position  in  the  ed- 
ucational world  to  a  far  larger  extent 
than  do  our  alumni  and  board  mem- 
bers. Not  in  any  spirit  of  vainglory 
but  only  that  you  may  know  the  facts, 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  following: 
The  University  of  the  South,  which 
is  technically  a  college  with  a  grad- 
uate school  attached,  is  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges,  of  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  and  now,  a  charter  member  of 
the  Southern  University  Conference. 
Its  degrees  are  recognized  and  accepted 
by  the  universities  of  America  and 
England.  Chapters  or  branches  of 
many  of  the  best  national  college  so- 
cieties and  fraternities  are  to  be  found 
on  our  campus. 

In  athletics  we  were  invited  to  be- 
come charter  members  of  the  old 
S.  I.  A.  A.,  the  Southern  Conference, 
and  now  the  Southeastern  Conference. 
Of  nearly  1,000  institutions  in  this 
country  classed  as  institutions  of  high- 
er learning,  only  263  according  to  a 
recent  publication  of  the  American 
Council  on  Education  are  approved  by 
the  Association  of  American  Univer- 
sities, and  of  these  263  institutions  only 
forty-four  are  in  the  South,  in  that 
territory  lying  beween  the  Potomac 
and  Ohio  rivers  on  the  north  and  the 
Rio  Grande  on  the  south.  Ours  is  one 
so  approved. 

The  United  Chapters  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  have  selected  out  of  all  the 
thousand  institutions  only  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  which  meet  their 
scholarly  requirements.  Of  these  only 
twenty  are  south  of  the  Potomac  and 
Sewanee  is  proud  to  be  among  that 
small   group. 

For  those  who  prefer  separate  edu- 
cation for  boys  and  girls  as  compared 
with  co-education,  I  call  to  your  atten- 
tion the  fact  that  there  are  in  the 
United  States  only  forty-three  insti- 
tutions of  higher  learning  for  men  only 
approved  by  the  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Universities.  Of  these  only  twen- 
ty-three have  chapters  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  Sewanee  is  one  of  this 
limited  group  and  is  one  of  the  five 
such  institutions  in  the  South. 

I  might  point  out  many  other  evi- 
dences of  the  recognition  by  others  of 
our  high  place  in  the  educational  world 


but  the  foregoing  are,  I  think,  suffi 
cient  to  cause  us  to  reevaluate  ouj 
selves  in  an  humble  and  thankfi 
spirit.  For,  my  friends,  all  these  honoi 
and  distinctions  do  not  come  to  an  ir 
stitution  by  chance  nor  have  any  con 
from   our  own  seeking. 

Some  have  said  that  we  are  livir 
only  in  our  past  but  to  these  I  wou 
point  out  the  fact  that  several  of  tl 
greatest  distinctions  have  come  to  \ 
only  within  the  past  few  years. 

I  wish  that  each  and  every  one 
you  would  ponder  over  these  facts  ar 
try  to  reason  out  for  yourselves  ho 
it  is  that  this  little  institution  with  i 
almost  insignificant  (numericall 
speaking)  student  body  and  with  i 
exceedingly  limited  material  resourc 
is  able  to  travel  as  an  equal  in  su< 
high  company. 

To  a  large  extent  in  my  opinion  tl 
answer  is  to  be  found  in  a  strict  a< 
herence  to  our  educational  standar 
and  to  our  insistence  that  the  final  ai 
of  true  education  is  the  developme 
of   Christian   character.

The  Athletic  Situation 

Intercollegiate  athletics  and  particu- 
larly football  at  Sewanee  have  receiv- 
ed a  great  deal  of  publicity  during  the 
past  few  months  due  to  the  fact  that 
our  teams  have  been  regularly  beaten 
by  our  opponents  and  have  no  chance 
to  compete  against  our  traditional  ri- 
vals in  intercollegiate  sports  with  con- 
ditions  as  they   are. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  under  Ordi- 
nance XXXVI  delegates  the  control 
and  administration  of  all  athletics  of 
the  University  to  the  Athletic  Board 
of  Control  consisting  of  five  members 
as  follows:  The  Vice-Chancellor;  two 
members  of  the  faculty  elected  annu- 
ally by  the  faculty;  a  member  of  the 
student  body  elected  annually  by  the 
Order  of  Gownsmen;  and  an  alumnus 
of  the  University  elected  annually  by 
the  Associated  Alumni.  This  Board 
as  well  as  the  authorities  and  the  gov- 
erning Boards  of  the  University  is 
giving  this  problem  serious  considera- 
tion and  thought,  and  some  decision 
should  be  reached  in  the  near  future. 
We  feel  sure  that  the  Athletic  Board 
of  Control  will  welcome  any  construc- 
tive suggestions  in  regard  to  this  mat- 
ter. In  considering  any  solution  its 
effect  on  student  morale,  University 
prestige,  and  finances  should  be  studied. 
Alumni  Suggest  Aid 

Numerous  alumni  who  are  of  the 
opinion  that  Sewanee  should  remain 
in  the  Southeastern  Conference  have 
suggested  that  the  alumni  will  sub- 
stantially contribute  towards  establish- 
ing scholarships  to  be  offered  to  out- 
standing high  school  graduates  with 
athletic  ability.  Any  alumnus  who 
wishes  to  help  financially  with  such  a 
plan  should  express  his  desire  to  the 
Athletic  Board  of  Control. 


All-American  Recognition 

Rupert  Colmore,  playing  his  second 
year  of  varsity  ball,  was  outstanding 
in  every  game  of  the  season  and  added 
to  the  laurels  he  gained  his  sophomore 
year  by  receiving  recognition  from  the 


All-American  Board  of  Football,  head- 
ed by  Christy  Walsh  and  composed  of 
the  leading  coaches  from  each  section 
of  the  country.  This  honor  is  given  to 
only  the  most  outstanding  players  in 
the  United  States.  "Rupe"  also  re- 
ceived honorable  mention  on  one  of 
the  All-Southeastern  teams.  Besides 
playing  an  excellent  game  of  football. 
Colmore  is  first  string  center  on  the 
basketball  team  and  throws  the  shot 
and  high  jumps  on  the  track  team. 


VARSITY  BASKETBALL 
The  1936  Sewanee  basketball  team 
closed  its  season  with  a  very  unimpres- 
sive record  so  far  as  the  number  of 
games  won  is  concerned.  The  Tigers 
won  only  two  out  of  fifteen  contests  but 
the  season  was  not  without  itj  bright 
moments  and  had  it  not  been  for  in- 
juries and  illness,  the  results  might 
have  told  a  different  story.

DEATH   OF   BISHOP  WELLBR 

Rt.  Rev.  Reginald  H.  Weller,  D.D., 
retired  bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Fond 
du  Lac,  Wisconsin,  died  in  Aurora,  Il- 
linois, at  the  home  of  his  son  on  No- 
vember  22,   1935. 

Bishop  Weller  was  born  in  Jefferson 
City,  Missouri,  and  was  78  years  old  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  stu- 
dent at  the  University  for  three  years, 
from  1875  to  1878,  and  received  his 
theological  training  at  Nashotah  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  He  served  churches 
at  Eau  Claire,  Waukesha,  and  Steph- 
ens Point,  Wisconsin,  before  his  con- 
secration as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  in  1900.  He 
became  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  1912 
and  retired  in  1933.  He  was  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
members  of  the  American  Episcopacy.

"Ellett  Day"  Observed  in 
Memphis 

A  Sewanee  man,  Dr.  E.  C.  Ellett,  '90, 
who  has  been  called  "the  miracle  man 
of  eye  surgery,"  was  honored  by  dis- 
tinguished specialists  from  all  over  the 
Mid-South  on  December  10.  This  gath- 
ering marked  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  Memphis  medical  annals  that 
an  individual  physician  has  had  a  day 
of  demonstrations  named  for  him.  Op- 
erations, many  of  which  restored  sight 
to  the  blind,  were  performed  by  Dr. 
Ellett  and  other  physicians  at  several 
Memphis  hospitals.  Similar  demon- 
strations have  been  held  in  the  past 
only  in  connection  with  medical  as- 
sociation meetings. 

The  day  was  concluded  with  a  ban- 
quet in  Dr.  Ellett's  honor,  at  which  he 
reviewed  his  personal  recollections  of 
a  practice  extending  over  a  period  of 
forty-two   years. 

Dr.  Ellett,  whose  skilled  fingers  have 
restored  vision  to  hundreds,  is  a  mem- 
ber of  various  medical  societies  and 
has  served  as  president  of  local,  state, 
and  national  medical  organizations.  He 
was  professor  of  diseases  of  the  eye  in 
the  Medical  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee  from  1906  to  1922. 
He  received  his  medical  training  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Upon 
the  completion  of  his  interneship,  he 
returned  to  Memphis,  which  was  his 
birth-place,  where  he  has  since  prac- 
ticed.

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Proposed   Amendments 

to  Constitution 

Two  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Associated  Alumni  were  voted 
upon  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  as- 
sociation in  June,  1935.  These  amend- 
ments require  a  second  passage  at  the 
meeting  in  June,  1936,  in  addition  to 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  University,  before  they  can  become 
a  part  of  the  Constitution.  The 
amendments  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Article  6,  Section  3.  Strike  out: 
"or  University  Trustees  and  Regents." 
(This  section,  as  it  now  stands,  is  as 
follows:  "The  majority  vote  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  shall  be  required  for  the 
passage  of  any  measure  or  the  election 
of  any  officers  or  University  Trustees 
and  Regents.") 

(2)  Add  Section  4  to  Article  6  as 
follows: 

Section  4.  Election  of  representa- 
tives to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  nom- 
ination of  representatives  to  the  Board 
of  Regents  shall  be  conducted  by  bal- 
lot by  mail  as  follows: 

(a)  A  nominating  committee  com- 
posed of  three  members  shall  be  elec- 
ted annually  by  the  Alumni  Council. 

(b)  Only  members  in  good  standing 
shall    be    entitled   to   vote. 

(c)  On  or  before  March  15  the 
nominating  committee  shall  notify  the 
Organizing  Secretary  of  their  nomi- 
nees. They  must  nominate  at  least 
one  candidate  for  each  vacancy  to  be 
filled. 

(d)  Additional  names  for  any  elec- 
tion, when  supported  by  the  signa- 
tures of  not  less  than  ten  active  mem- 
bers, shall  be  put  on  the  ballot,  if  re- 
ceived by  the  Organizing  Secretary  on 
01    before  March  15. 

(e)  On  or  before  April  1  the  Or- 
ganizing Secretary  shall  mail  a  letter 
in  ballot  form  containing  the  names 
and  the  biographies  of  the  nominees 
to  all  members  entitled  to  vote. 

(1)  The  polls  shall  close  on  June 
1,  and  no  ballots  received  after  this 
date  will  be  counted.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  thereupon  canvass  all 
ballots  and  the  candidates  receiving 
the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
deemed  elected. 

(g)  Notice  of  elections  and  vacan- 
cies shall  be  sent  all  members  eligible 
to  vote  before  January  1,  preceding 
each  regular  election.

to  Bishop  Gailor 

To  honor  the  memory  of  Bishop  Gail- 
or, University  authorities  are  planning 
to  erect  a  refectory  and  social  center 
on  the  campus.  Vice-Chancellor  Fin- 
ney has  announced  that  it  is  hoped 
that  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  build- 
ing can  be  laid  at  Commencement  in 
June. 

Rt.  Rev.  James  deWolf  Perry,  D.D., 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  has  been  appointed  chairman 
of  the  national  committee  to  raise  funds 
for  the  memorial.  Governor  Hill  Mc- 
Allister is  to  be  state  chairman  of  Ten- 
nessee. A  committee  from  the  Board 
of  Regents  and  a  local  committee  will 
cooperate  with  the  national  and  state 
committees. 

Plans  for  the  memorial  which  will 
cost  about  $300,000  have  been  drawn  by 
Emmons  Woolwine,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  in  the  Class  of  1920,  and  a 
prominent  young  architect.  When 
completed,  the  building  will  be  a  strik- 
ing example  of  collegiate  Gothic  archi- 
tecture.

The  plans  call  for  a  mail 
refectory,  an  assembly  room  and  loung< 
small  private  dining  rooms,  facult;

The  Board  of  Regent 
of  the  University  of  the  South  at  it 
meeting  in  Sewenee  on  May  5  votei 
to  make  available  32  full  scholarship 
to  be  awarded  to  selected  students  b; 
the  regularly  appointed  authorities  o 
the  University.  This  action  dispose 
of  the  rumor  that  the  scholarships  wer 
to  be  awarded  by  the  Athletic  Board  o 
Control  of  the  University." 

The  above  is  the  official  statemen 
released  for  publication  by  the  Boan 
of  Regents  following  their  meeting  ii 
Sewanee  on  May  5  at  which  they  deal 
with  the  athletic  situation  which  ha 
received  a  great  deal  of  publicity  dur 
ing  the  year.  The  action  of  the  Boan 
answers  the  request  of  students,  alum 
ni,  and  the  Athletic  Board  of  Contrc 
for  a  decision  on  the  matter. 

The  scholarships  granted  by  the  Re 
gents  are  to  be  given  to  selected  stu 
dents  of  athletic  ability  who  can  mee 
the  entrance  requirements  of  the  Uni 
versity.  These  scholarships  which  an 
to  be  designated  as  "Regents'  Scholar 
ships"  will  be  awarded  by  the  sam 
committee  that  awards  all  other  schol 
arships  offered  by  the  University.  Thi 
policy  is  in  accord  with  the  ruling  o 
the    Southeastern    Conference. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Boan 
of  Regents  was  appointed  by  the  Chan 
cellor  of  the  University  to  put  befon 
the  alumni  the  need  of  funds  for  de 
fraying  the  cost  of  these  scholarships 
This  committee  consists  of  the  threi 
members  of  the  Board  elected  by  thi 
Associated  Alumni,  Mr.  F.  H.  Gailor 
Mr.  Niles  Trammell,  and  Mr.  Charle 
E.  Thomas,  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Baldwin.  Thi

Kay  Kyser,  who 
has  become  a  favorite  at  Sewanee,  will 
furnish  the  rhythm  for  the  dances  at 
Commencement  .  .  .  Several  fraternities 
have  given  their  annual  social  func- 
tions to  add  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
spring  season.  The  A.T.O.  Fraternity 
was  host  at  a  large  tea.  The  Kappa 
Sig's  gave  their  straw  feed.  A  ship- 
wreck party  was  given  by  the  Delta's, 
and  the  K  A.'s  entertained  with  a 
dance. 

The  Tiger  track  team  had  only  a 
meager  season  this  spring  when  it  lost 
twice  to  Vanderbilt  by  rather  large 
scores  and  won  its  only  dual  meet  by 
defeating  the  Tennessee  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute trackmen  90  to  27.  In  the 
T.I.A.A.  meet  held  here  Sewanee  was 
beat  out  for  third  place  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chattanooga.

The  varsity  tennis  team  is  com- 
pleting one  of  its  most  successful  sea- 
sons in  many  years.  So  far  this  spring 
the  Tigers  have  emerged  victorious  in 
15  out  of  19  matches  played.  Wins 
were  scored  over  such  teams  as:  Van- 
derbilt, Tennessee,  Georgia,  Mississippi, 
Mississippi  State,  Emory,  and  Tennes- 
see Tech.  To  climax  the  season,  Hugh 
T.  Shelton,  Jr.,  of  Columbia,  Tennes- 
see,  won    the    state    singles    crown    for 


Sewanee.  Playing  with  Sidney  Young, 
he  reached  the  finals  in  the  doubles 
but  was  there  defeated  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee.  In  the  last  two  years 
Sewanee  has  risen  in  the  tennis  world 
and  is  now  one  of  the  best  teams  in 
the  South. 

The  intramural  track  meet  held 
here  early  in  April  was  won  by  the 
Phi  Delta  Theta's  who  easily  gathered 
a  total  of  70  points.  The  S.A.E.'s  came 
second  with  41  points  barely  nosing 
out  the  A.T.O.'s  who  had  40. 

Sewanee  was  the  host  on  May  1st 
and  2nd  to  over  80  athletes  who  took 
part  in  the  Mid-South  Prep  School 
meet  held  here  on  Hardee  Field.  The 
Baylor  School  of  Chattanooga  took  first 
place  with  56  points  and  was  followed 
by  McCallie  and  Tennessee  Military 
Institute  who  took  second  and  third 
places  respectively.  Other  teams  com- 
peting were:  Morgan,  Tennessee  In- 
dustrial School,  Father  Ryan,  Battle 
Ground  Academy,  Castle  Heights,  and 
Sewanee  Military  Academy.  The  Ath- 
letic Department  of  the  University  has 
received  many  commendations  on  the 
efficient  way  in  which  the  meet  was 
handled.  Visiting  athletes  were  unan- 
imous in  their  praise  of  the  splendid 
hospitality  that  was  shown  them  at  Se- 
wanee. 

The  Mountain  again  played  the  part 
of  host  on  May  8th  and  9th  when  the 
third  annual  track  and  tennis  meet 
of  the  Tennessee  Intercollegiate  Ath- 
letic Association  was  held  here.  Elev- 
en schools  represented  by  130  athletes 
took  part  in  the  highly  successful  af- 
fair. The  University  of  Tennessee  took 
first  place  for  the  third  straight  year 
and  was  followed  by  Maryville,  Chat- 
tanooga, and  Sewanee  in  close  succes- 
sion. The  Purple  Tigers  won  the  tennis 
singles  tournament  and  were  runners- 
up  to  the  University  of  Tennessee  in 
the  doubles. 

Athletic  Director  Gordon  M.  Clark 
was  elected  President  of  the  T.I.A.A. 
at  the  annual  business  meeting  suc- 
ceeding Paul  B.  Parker,  Athletic  Di- 
rector of  the  University  of  Tennessee.

A  STAR  PASSES  ON 

Aubrey  Lanier  died  a  few  days  ago 
in  Shreveport,  La.  Few  modern  foot- 
ball followers  recall  his  name.  Yet 
Aubrey  Lanier  was  one  of  the  lead- 
ing stars  of  the  1908-1909  period  as  a 
Sewanee   halfback. 

The  late  Dan  McGugin,  coaching  at 
Vanderbilt,  rated  him  as  one  of  the 
greatest  he  ever  saw. 

Lanier  had  one  knack  to  an  amaz- 
ing degree.  This  was  in  the  matter 
of  handling  punts.  There  is  no  mod- 
ern star  in  his  class  at  this  assignment. 

Lanier,  fast  and  shifty,  weighing  180 
pounds,  played  deep  on  kicks.  He 
would  stay  in  this  deep  position  until 
the  ball  was  dropping  twenty  yards 
short.  Then  he  would  take  the  kick 
at  top  speed,  jumping  for  the  ball  to 
elude  ends  or  other  tacklers  who  had 
a  hard  time  pulling  him  down.  As  a 
result  his  run-back  from  kicks  left  him 
a  phenomenal  advantage.
